TION OF CROP SLIGHTLY
BELOW NORMAL

IN THIS STATE
AVERAGE IS 80 P. C.

Crop to be Late.

Washington, June 1.—The newiy
planted cotton crop of the United
States showed a condition of 80 .per
cent of a normsl on May 25, the De-
partment of Agrieulture, anncunced
ltoday in its first conditlon report of
the season, whizh had been awalited
with interest by cotton, textile and
other {interests. That conditlon com-
pares with 74.3 on Mry 25 last year,
9.4 Iu 1913, 78.9 in 1912, 87.8 in 190.1
and 79.5 the average for the past ten
years on Msy 25,

Until the oMcial report of the gov-
ernment estimating the area planted
I8 Issued July 1, calculation will bé
made by the department's. crop ex-
perts as to the probable size of the
crop. The record yleld last season, the
decreased foreign’ takings bhecause of
the wam and the low price of cotton
early this season, are believed to have
Influgnced planters to reduce their
planting to some extent. No official re-
ports as to the extent of the reduc-
tion Have been made but unofecia!
estimates place the area. planted at

year. The preliminary
